When I first got myself into the more underground 
punk/hc, my only source of information came from 
either friends or by reading, front to back, tons 
of Maximum Rock'n'Roll issues. There was this band 
called Void that was mentioned in most of the 
hardcore-~related reviews/interviews so I decided 
to somehow get a hold of one of their releases, 

of course that was nearly impossible to do with no 
internet access which I lacked at the moment. 

I loeked in every distro table for some time until 
I let it pass and just loek for more accessible 
records,mind you I wasn't even aware that Void had 
called it quits three years before I was born! Then 
one day,as I was killing my time at the now defunct 
Jinx records store in downtown Athens and fighting 
over hardcore bands with a friend, the record store * 
owner told us to fuck off and listen to the record 
he was putting on...the sound of the guitar as the 
song kicked in was as if someone was rapinga 
Rolling Stones song, the vocals kicked in anda 
chill ran down my spine, I felt as if I was getting 
beat up! Before I even realized what was it that hit 
me, the second song had already begun...both my 
friend and I loek at the store guy amazed and 
confused and ask him “what the fuck is this and why 
it sounds like...?” before my sentence was over he 
answered “no, it doesn't sound like shit! You're 
just ignorant! This is Void!” Of course I told him 
to buy it but no luck..he played it from his 
computer. “You may find it on ebay”, he said. 
Thanks but no thanks! Three years ago I bought it 
from fuckin' ebay for 35 euros (it's a goed price 
for the first pressing of the record!). As soen as I 
got it in my hands I put it on the turntable and 
chaos was unleashed. What was the name of the 
record? The Void/Faith split of course! Still to 
this day, I consider it as the best hardcore record 
in my collection not only because I love the sound 
of it but also because of the lyrics, poetic and 
chaotic, social/political and aggressive at the 
same time, leaves no roem for sorry-ass excuses 
and second thoughts...this is Void, a band that 
doesn't care if you love or hate them 'cause either 
way, they hate you!

No Exit: I see there's a new album of Amebix going out in September, what are your thoughts 
for this album? And how does it feel creating new music after 20 years? 


Rob: Its a been an epic journey getting to this point,we are still not done,but close to 
finishing the mix/mastering and artwork,things are finally taking shape.I am still a little 
confused as to how we got to here and how the songs came together, but they did.It feels very 
satisfying to finally get some of our ideas down in a solid form. 


N.E: What new things should fans of the classic Amebix albums should expect from Sonic Massq 


Rob: Well,i think we were always known for not being frightened to experiment texturally,so 
this album is a case in point,some very poetic and expansive moments as well as some very 

heavy material musically and lyrically.I should stress that the album will need to be listened 
to as a”work’,from end to end,as it is a journey of sorts. 


N.E: The single Knights of the Black Sun had came out resently, some like it a lot (like me) 
but some felt that there was a huge gap between the musical style of it and the first albums 
what are your feelings about it? 


Rob: Knights is a contentious single to bring out, firstly it was difficult to choese a song 
fromthe album that would serve two purposes,to re-introduce the band to old fans as well as 
potentially attract new listeners,and we seem to have nailed it with this.I personally dont 
see any musical gap here, for me it is completely typical Amebix,apart from the beginning, 
which was an interesting diversion,but one of the problems we have is that we are not here to 
cater for a particular expectation, just to manifest what it is that we are about as a band,I 
think some of the more involved fans know this very well, you cant buy ready made ‘amebix’ off 
the shelf,its an ongoing work,so there will be a lot of new elements that people will have to 
open their mind to,or not.For those who are worried that the album will lack gravity,well hang 
on in there a little longer, you will not be dissapointed.We are 24 years on now,not afraid to 
play what we want and how we want,we were never here to play it safe with a constant re-hash of 
80s discharge or Crass riffs and sentiments,we grew up,and it has taken some time to fight ou 
way Out Of a box that people have tried to put us into. 


N.Es: What made you say now after all those years that you have to make another Amebix album? 


Rob: The first song ‘The Messenger’ was a shock to us when we had recorded it,it breathed life 
back into the ideas that Stig and I had always wanted to manifest,so that was all the 
encouragement we needed really,once that came in the ~ 
floedgates were opened and we had a larger landscape to loek at 
in potential. 


N.E: How did it felt going back on tour after all those years? 
Did you see any goed/bad changes in the scene of heavy music? 


Rob: For us it was a change to be playing goed venues and to 
have an audience that was actually there to see amebix,i have 
to say that 1 really enjoyed the States,met a lot of really goed 
people there who have clearly manifested their beliefs in 
their lives,and who have matured well through the scenes they 
have been involved with.Overall the sense of goedwill from 
people has been genuinely touching. 


N.E: Describe a typical Amebix way of creating new materials. 
I mean do you play a new tune on the bass and saying "this is it" 
or you write some lyrios and saying "this has to be on a song"? 


Rob: I have a boek upstairs with a lot of single phrases ora 
couple of lines,maybe a song title idea,these are notes I 
keep for when an idea comes down and i have to register it, 
sometimes the idea or lyric itself will create a musical 
‘feel’ that 1 would like to recreate.we also write separately 
sO imight get a riff from stig or roy and work around that,the Feces thing ae =k eve had 
to get used to is what roy calls demo-itis,the difficulty in letting go of the original song 
and allowing a total reconstruction, there are two or three tracks on the album that are 
almost unrecognisable from the original idea now,but they have somehow assimilated it toe

N.E: The only way i could describe Amebix lyrics is ,taking a word from the Risen dvd, a different 
mindset. I've come across many interviews that you cite your musical influences on bands like 
Killing Joke and Motorhead, but i couldn't find one that you cite your lyrical influences. I know 
that there are lot of songs based about the conditions in which you were living and things that 
hapeened to friends. But what i want to ask is that songs like "Last Will and Testament", “Chain 
Reaction" and "Fallen from Grace" have a very deep spiritual meaning inside them, what can affect 
someone to write songs like them? 


Rob: Thank you, that is a goed question.For me the challenge of transmitting a complex emotional or 
Spiritual feeling has always been the goal of my lyrical writing,very crude at first,but now 
actually more focused and matured through experience and also study,i have been inspired by the 
writings of Shakespeare,Milton,Blake and Tennyson amongst Others, the main strand between these 
is that poetic use of language and archetypal symbolism that allows the listener/reader to become 
completely immersed in their World,I think the difference between a lot of peoples conventional 
aperoach to lyric writing and ours is that we are seriously interested in the journey of the soul, 
not just using abstract soundbites of knowledge with no real understanding,i.e ‘some’ metal bands 
who have diluted true learning and wisdom through 


incorrect apgelication. ‘\

Before we start this interview can you 
introduce yourselves? 


Alex: My name is Alex, and I play bass. 


Jeffs I play guitar

N.E: So,when did Stripmines started and how you came up with the band name? What 

does it mean, by the way? 
Jeff: I aperoached Ira, asked him to play some music with me, while he was playing witha 
band called Thieves. 
Ira: I have no life and I just do hardcore crap all the time. We both liked Swedish hardcore, and 
we played in my disgusting basement for a fewmonths. It was gross. One time, the washer 
machine overflowed in the middle of practice, and we had to sweep water away from our equipment 
That was fun. 


Alex: Matt sucked at bass, so I toek over. My boring high schoel life wasn’t enough to satisfy my needs. we asked 
matt to try vocals, and he ruled at it. 
Jeff: Matt and I were trying to come up with a name that no one could draw any positive meaning from. I know when 
I personally think of a stripmine, all that comes to mind is an image of a desecrated, barren wasteland, which 
results purely from destruction. 
N.E: I've read a lot of reviews that describe your music as a mix of Totalitar and Wasted Time,is that 
description accurate enough? How would you describe it to someone that has never heard Stripmines before? 


Jeff: I don't think this description is toe far off-base. There have been some descriptions of our band that I don't 
agree with at all. I think it's only natural for people writing reviews to compare you to other bands. We are all fans 
of Totalitar and they're one of my favorite bands. Wasted Time are our peers and a great band as well. That being said, 
I don't think that these comparisons necessarily encompass all aspects of Stripmines' music. Where I do think this 
description relates to how I would describe Stripmines' music is that we sort take the influence of Swedish "d-beat" 
type bands, but deliver it with a much more straight-forward, intense aperoach reminiscent of American hardcore.
